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SERMON.

We are one with, the mUlions who, having partakea of 
a common joy, this day partake of a common grief. The 
nation's heart is throbbing through our hearts. The 
past week has pome and gone like a wondrons dream, yet 
a momentous reality. What other ever brought such 
vicissitudes, what other will have left such inefiaceable 
memories ? No sooner had the last Lord's day passed 
with Us quietly, though pleasantly sUrred as by ripples 
of the wave of joy that had just rolled over the land 
with the Udings of victory from Richmond and Peters- 
burg, than Monday brought another and higher surge of 
joy from the surrender of the chief rebel army; and so 
the week b^an'with the ringing of bells, and roar of 
, cannon, and waving of banners, and processions, prayers, 
. addresses, and every spontaneous signal of patriotic 
hilarity, fitly crowned at night with such illumination as 
never fiartied through our quiet village before. Then 
yesterday, with the last day of the same week, there 
cajne upon us, and upon our whde land yet palpi- 
tating with its new hope and coTirage, a stroke of sorrow 
so sharp, so sudden, so appalling, that we were as if 
stunned. Instead of our jubilant thanksgiving, we stood 
in silent wondering sorrow. The bells that had rung 
OQt so merrily tolled in lament. Our beloved Sags were 
draped in mourning. The journals that of late had 
flamed with announcements of victories, now bore their 
black lines of grief. '" President Lincoln is shot — there is 
no hope of his recovery;" yet after these telegrams some 
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•f W8 wDoId hope, nntil there cd»e another, " The Fresi- 
dent is dead."** Similar tidiuga came too, though not bo 
hopeless, of his chief adviser, the Secretary of Stat«, 
before prostrate on his bedrjet stabbed at the same hour. 
We have hardly yqt&wuyfhpi tosa^y.of t&mk. How can 
these things berandwiiat can come of them? Where is ths 
divine Providence ? What cloud is this that has burst 
even' «»' ; whet emnMies from hell have brokea forth 
at the hour of oTir trinsph ? SdcIi (^nestioiis we hay& 
as^uil, and neither wc inr others ceuld answer. 

J^ tbi? tiewi^derment seemed to me a strange pre- 
jtftmtiQn lor this Lord's 4ay> But then I thought, so 
Qfu^h the more is this dav.nee^edr its silence, its wor- 
ship, its meditation., "Whither . sb^nld we go in such 
aoiTowful confusion, b«t to the house of pwyer? To 
wfaom^hpold w&Iook bat to God who is our rrfuge? Tet 
t^iisi day ip particular is kept, ia the greater part of 
6hristan^(»a,.aa Sast^ Sunday, i^ioJftd comaemoratipn 
^i QW Irtrd'a lesujTQctioo froia tl>© grs.Te, w^ I hadin- 
^nded, in one of onr Barvices, to occupy you with that 
topic. How mingle such sad tboi^gkts of death, and sucln 
eheerful tbongbts of life ? How sing the X^ord'a song" 
ander the shadow of bereavemeot that has just fallen 
over our dear country ? But, again I have said to my- 
self we them»e need thds very theme of Jesas and the ' 
resurrection, to allay, the tumult of thought, to soothe 
the wounde4 spirit, tp stay otir iaherii^ trusCr with a 
fresh assuraoce'tobe thetice drawn of the solid founda- 
tion God has given us tor confidence not in man but in 
Himself. So 1 wocdd still keep that tbeme in sight, with 
a view tp the effect whicb the apostle Peter sets fortb 
, as meant U) be produced, by our tord's resurrection, in 
the minds pf hia fcJlowers. . They are thus adAi-es^ed : — 
"Who % him (Christ) do believe in God who raised

'M'yi — thai i% imgid. to hture aacb uUiiqate ol^jecta, and 
.txaao^, uid gi:fBp them w finxfly,^— as never to be ^e^ 
le^. T^isis OHr.oqoGdence, so far as it is in Otod.' ^ 
.ibelaoeof eaiaftdtyj ijrhetbpr privateer public,. indf 
vidual oruational, we are made to feel what that good 
ia wbichabove ^1 things dse we hope for, and what ihe 
.ground or reasoniaon which we hope for it, and hen^e 
to ascertain our true foundation,. If this be in God, it 
v^aj be shaken but it cannot be overtl^t'owa. No events 
can utterly confpund us. Our hope foe our country 
o^ght thus to have God, bis will and glory, for its object 
and security, in order to resist all vicissitudes and trials. 
It is to uro a source of satisfaction that in adapting m^ 
instructions and exhortations here to the various aspects 
of our great national straggle, I have always made this 
thought prominent. When our public affairs looked 
bright, I have aimed to lead you to give God the glory 
and when they have seemed darkest I l^ve urged you 
aUll not the less to trust and rest in him. Now that we 
have been checked midway in the joy of new exulting 
prospects by a sadden disappointment and grief that par- 
take of a person^ as well as public character, what bet- 
ter coi^selcan I give you than to say still, As surely as 
we are on tbe Itord's ude, He is on oun : " the Lord of 
boats is with us I" See to. it Uiat thie principal design o t 
Christianity be realized in yon; that your faith, asid hope 
be in God 1 

I It is not a new thing for death to enter the. highest 
place in our l^nd, — we may say th^ post of highest honor 
in the wortd, — and to cboosefor his victim a President 
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of thetJnited States. President Harriaon died in 1841, 
a month after hit inaagnratlon, and President Taylor 
held the office but little over HTear, Ayivg in 1860. Bat 
notsoaaddenly, not so feariiilly, came the destroyer then. 
It was with the slow steps and premonitions of disease. 
v^e nation had made itself in part ready for the isaae ; 
bent its ear to listen for the tidings. For the first time 
we are ^palled by the ass&sination of a President of 
tlie'tJnited States. Acrimeofpt^n Borne, of Moham- 
idedan Tnrkey, of reTolntionary France, wonnds, dis- 
honors, bereaves onr tepnblic, through its tmsted, be- 
loved Head. Xor have we now, as then, the mere fros- 
tration of an experiment beginning to be tried, the cat- 
ting short of a new adtninistration ; nor are these the 
same tranquil times fof* our country and our government 
The world knows what the past four years have 
been; how this nation baa striven and bled; bow its 
government has stood for its life agunst a ferocions re- 
bellion, marshalling host agunst host in millions, on a 
hundred battle-fields, and overshadowing the insurant 
coast with the mightiest navy of the world ; how its 
brave men have fought and fallen, and its noble women 
have wrought, and its Christian people have prayed ; 
bow, tboi^h slowly and with reversec, it has year after 
yew regained lost territoiy, fortresses, and cities, ever 
holding fast what it baa once ret^nqoered. And the 
■world has noted how, after four years of such strife, the 
nation again put into the chief magistracy the man ntr 
der whom it had beeil conducted from the beginning, — 
as high a tribute to bis fidelity as human minds coald 
pay or'devise. It is scarcely more than' a month since 
he entered on his new term ; yet how have bleseings 
crowned it alreadyr what territory has been mastered, 
what battles fought, what cities won, what a surrender . 
received of the most formidable of the rebel chiefe and 
armies, and-how has our loyal land rang with shouts of 
triomph, and leaped for joy in the prospect Bf re-onion

As he }^ to enoovfttw cofifliotiitg jadgtoeats and par'- 
tlalities,' so it waa a ttiulg of ooiirse thatimidst '^e eir- 
eiteimdnts of the day h6 Idioiidd be nusflnderstoodi iaise&- 
Ijiresedted aad reproaohcd. ItDOw seaf&s har^y poe- 
Mble, yetit isiraeitiMt-^M illtKrtrioae Wdshlngtoii iabfa 
own time WBS-sahJMA to the harshest -s^ennone npoa 
fai» pcratmai aifaai^ land Worth, cuid even withli)' tiiia 
geneAtioa' .an «ged. trAvelar, in a, sts^fB-eOacfa Oa Hit 
Hudsoa' TLTer, paiatod' out a Bpot whare^ Iw said, "the 
AmenOEUisrtny in the Bendation was WftU nigh mined 
b(y the pntil^iimity gf Ur. Wa^hgtoa",-r-4hat tr«rd0ff 
being Aaron Bnhr. As loaoaot donbt tbat Abraham 
I^&coln was proved by Ipng and fiery triad to be a man 
raised ap by Providence for the. station he filled, so it 
most be conceded by all that he honesUy aimed to shape 
his course by the indicatione of Providence. 

And nothing move [4ainly iUustrates these thoughts' than 
his ooareaton the wbole subject o£, emancipation. Fnun 
irtFttolast, as I haive sud, he pmpoised to himself, with 
. the simplicity ot a religions vow, this cne end, th^ reetov 
atiaiii e^'the Federal government in .its integrity ^atl 
itnity,. even to th*.repoHseaBion of eye^y post, not fe^Uag; 
himself authorised by hia vowa to .assail any institution 
of any State for ai^y other purpose ; but when he believ- 
ed the tiffke had coras-- that slavery must die in order t^fi 
tho Union, might liv$, as a President of tb^ Union l^adf 
dressed hiibsblf, hy, protdaioung th^^^aves free in all the 
insurgent territoryiT to the destruction of that which so 
virulently aeebtled the nnioa. While some might tbipk, 
with Mr. Bverett, y/hea consulted on the subject, that 
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«;aeb ainsamre w48 oonatHntioaal but a«t'ye^eZp0<lieiit> 
noBe QUI deny, that be employed it id, perfect outsja- - 
t««cy with his: avowed patrioticand QODstitijtioual ainu 
The world abroad, that cannat go .well ^preciate hie 
Jove and tmx love of tha U w>B> haa not failad to accord 
him for this meamire tJte highest Moort and posterity wilf 
asrely reckba it hia brigh^at niQoumeat. Theretoi;e it 
18, to day, that .while a loyal natjoia maurfu for htpi dea^ 
with DO oommoa sorrow, a whole, irapa within this natioo 
yields him even a iQore toochiog tribitte. X seam, to se^ 
their miUioDs bending rerprefttly, th«ir ehaahleB hrokwi 
while with plaintive prayers aftj ■o^a:tbey lament him 
as their deliverer, hallowing b^ memory with their teara. 
Such being the persoaal qnalitieB owcadad to oiu 
President, it was the good pteasdre of Previdenea, 
within the past few moatliB, to orbwn hia achniniatratiaa 
with Buch B^nal sncoeaaee, - tnd of iate ■ to ae- 
-cwDidate sncb victories for our «nBB,.thBt tho peof^e 
at large, with sil their diveratties-bf jadgmentor prefer- 
ence, had come into a fidler anj hthdller ^proeiatiou of 
hia services and his merits than could have beeq possible' 
through any more Kotited experience. They had - 
learned to honor him fnll weU while yet he lived, ^d 
now that he is dead he has the tribsts of a uiuvera^sor- 
row not from this nation onJybiit from the'A'iends of 
freedtun in every land. Patriotism and philanthropy 
will pay. homage together at fais grave. 
^ The elements irf character thos indicated, in oomeo' 
tion with the manner of his death and wiUi' otn" recent 
triumphs and joys, give to our sehM of the occasion 
almost a personal quality not felt at every public loss. 
We think of the dead not merely in his official aspect, 
but in a closer relation, somewhat as of oni*'brave men 
for whom he has mourned with us. Indeed he ia him- 
self added to our " noble army of martyrs.'' JHe too haa 
ffdlen in his country's service, though not by a soldier's 
hand but an assassin's. From his - high position he has 
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g(f6e bi^ier to the rank of bis oornitryfii sscriflcefl. To 
him belongs noir the tnlmte which he pud to them vrith 
most simple touching eloquence on the field of Gettys- 
barg. OF the myriads of graves wfaic4i this war bes 
filled, none will he more sacred or iaspiriitg than his. It 
remaiAs fdr the people, as he then taught, to be dedica- 
t«d by hie example to the work for which he wrought 
and fbJl. 

Death fiver nae a peculiar sotemnitj when it eaters the 
high places of the world, not only for it« contrast with 
earthly dignity, but because it suggests the oommoD 
footing on which we all stand in relation to the unseen 
world. I have not tlie materials, if it were proper, to 
form any estimate of Mr, Itincoln'e religious -views and 
feelings, farther than' tbey may fee inferred from the mor- 
al tndtsalreadyindicated, and from incidents uncertainly 
reported. It is pleasant now to remember that more 
than fonryears' agd, on leaving his wbstero home, not 
knowing that on his way to the Capital he was exposed 
to the same peril that has now proved fatal, he askad 
the prayers ofthe neighbors and friends abont him. It is 
pleasant now to believe tlie story of his early morning 
devotions and reading of the Scriptures, and that othoi' 
accoant of his avowal that after his domestic bereave- 
ment, and still inore decisively at the dedication of the 
Oettysburg cemetery, he had consecrated himself to the 
Savior. We see what those things are which we most 
love to recall concerning the dead. It seems easy for as 
to believe that one who has been so faithful to such an 
earthly trust, when suddenly called to a high&r than 
buman tribnnal, has received the testimony, " Well done, 
tbon good wid foithful servant !" 

We are conscious of another emotion under onr na- 
tional bereavement. Besides sorrow for a faithful ser- 
vant of his country in her highest office, that country is 
thrilled with horror at the crime which bereaves her, and 
indignation toward his murderer. If there b« on earth 
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A man -a/ha rejoic«a in or approTes of this atrodtj, that. 
tnan is himself an asBsaeiD. If in ali our loyal 9tatea 
there bd <me who is indifferent, wa must leave him to 
CU)d'B mercy, f<tf on such a mam his coaotry and fanmaaity 
Can have none. We first ibooght, this is the insanity of 
ftnaticism; bat since two murcjers .were attempted at the 
same boar, we mnat reckon it the work of bribed con- 
spirators. On either supposition, there lives the «ian, 
we hope already arretted and docmied, ii^to i^om 
.Altered the fooldst of onclean spixits, and who has done 
the demoniac work of his master. A, goat of mahgnant 
'fire from the pit has swept ovpr oar high places, and 
blasted him whott the nation delighted to honor. " Yeo- 
geance heloi^eth onto God,y y^ itiia a ^htet^ indig- 
nation that boms within oa toward the dastardly aasai- 
ain. Nor are we forbidden to- say of a miscreant who 
has wrought sach a crima^ainat a nation in her peril, 
what Paol coald say of one who h^id done hij^i " mncb 
evil," — "Tl^ Lard rewiud him according to his works."* 
^ The atroci^ of the crime by which this affliction is 
broagbt on onr country must not lead us to think of 
the event out of its connection with the providence of 
Qod. Events are providential not merely aometimes as 
independent of humui agency, but always as never 
independent of the divine control ; as always anijer 
Ood'a permiBBion, and within the scope of his plan, and 
hence provided for in his all oomprehendiBg adminis- 
tration, so as never to frustrate his purposes, or ultimate 
)y to confound -the confidence that is fixed on him. As 
no contingencies can be so sudden or so disastrous, so no 
agencies can be ao violent or so malignant as to defeat or 
surprise his government of the w(wldj The crimes that 
He most abhors, when not prevented, are yet overruled 
in subordination to his cause, and against their guilty 
anthors. TbeSonofGodwafl"crucifi6dand8lain bywick- 
ed handa" on a Friday,more than eighteen centuries ago 
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yet Vfaa He " deliTerscE by tiie detemndatecotinBel ecai 
foreknowledge of* G(od." * Let not this new crime inonr 
aimala,' wrottght on the d^ kept as tlie annivenary t4 
that day, aeem to as as if it had not been foreseen, and 
pennitted, however myeterimaly, by him in whom we 
trnst, and woold not be made snbrorrient to the very 
good it was intended to deBtiby. 

Some things I have noted as giving as a measnre oT 
reliief in the aspect of this national disaster. It is w6ll 
that onr Ptesident did not fa9 in Kidimond, where be 
had been so recently'ezpoeed. It might then baTfrbeen^ 
sudor thought that he was oat of- his |rfaoe, incurring 
needless dang«r, and the cc^cidenoo woald have put 
into the mouths of our enemies'a taoBt that we ooTild 
not bat depiwe. Sfill more do I rejoica and thank Qod 
that he did not fUl a few raoBth& sooner. Would that' 
he might have been permitted to see the oonsnmmation 
at the tr^n of events soi gloriovriy be^on, and to retire, 
at the end of his presidency, witii the satisfactioti aiad 
honor of happily completing the whole port that Seeaaed 
a8B%ned to him, himself rejoicing in union and peace 
restored, and receiving the tribute now to be rendered 
to bis memory. Bnt since this might not be, we refoice 
that he was permittedr after all his patient toilSr to 
ascend the mount and see the land of promise firom 
which the cloads were eo far lifted off to his eyes and 
onra. He lived to do the cUef part of his work, and to- 
be' assured of its saocesa. He lived tiB our arms had 
swept nnresiated throi^b the heart (^ the southern coh' 
federacy, and recaptured nearly all the cities BJtS fort-' 
resaes Weated from us by the enemy; till OQr old flag 
waved agwn o^or the birth place and the capital of the- 
rebellion, borne to that supremacy by faithfbl champions 
from amoi^ those whom ttiat rebellion woiJd have trod- 
den down forever ; till the ablest rebel leader had snr- 
rendered with his army^ nor did he die till ha could say.

Devor to be oonfbimded ? ETery nstios hai roaspn to 
thank Sod for its wise and gbod meh in public )ii«, and 
ooght to honor them } .but saoh meo die,' whether by 
disease or vit^noe, so that only theii^ memory can be 
hoporod, for iMa end, if £ot do other^' tiitat.oBr d^ead-

for that people bad their cU^' add projibefat bat they 
were specially warned ^^ainsli relynig on tAum though 
raised up by God, as well as on fore^ alfiao&asf to' t^e 
diqnragemeBt of. their hope in the Qod of Ishiel.

cfoofid^Doe in priacea," This terrible trttr . has itaqghk 
ns snoh lessons aguft! and agun. This one revolting 
crime, bereaving lis of oar triedjbader, tef^as-ittoos 
fmew. Oar coantry, tb^ Union, hqaiaa freedom, peace, 
do not depend on man, oo Presidents, or Councilors, or 
Generals, except under God ; and «s snrely as we ai« 
on hia side, whatever may take place. He is with us, 
and will fashion and famish his instmments and agents. 
It is wisdom and pi4ty for uatious, as for iodiTiduals, to 
solicit and rely on God's care with a futh 'that stops-, 
abort of nothing but bis throne. Let every Christilo 
patiricA say for hioUelf aitd for. hia oeimti*yr* '
